Chadwick was hal. carried up the 
Rteps and into the building.

Accused Brother cf Murdered Wom an 
Demands Separate Trial. 
Rising Sun, Ind., Dec. 9.—James 
Gillespie has demanded a separate 
trial for the murder of hia twin sister, 
Elizabeth Gillespie, which occurred a 
year ago last night, and the work of 
impanelling a jury to hear the case is 
preceding slowly. 
This change will add Interest to the 
trial, as it singles out the one charged 
with having fired the shot. 
It also j 
throws Myron Barbour into a new po­ 
sition, and great interest will attach 
to his testimony on points on which 
ha stands indicted for perjury. 
The i 
sentiment in Rising Sun is favorable 
t.a the change, which generally is 
thought to be favorable to the prosecu­ 
tion, although it may result in soma 
testimony being barred that otherwise 
could be admitted. 
It Is said that 
some of the former 
jurors thought 
Gillespie guilty, but were afraid to 
vote 
for 
conviction, 
because 
they 
thought it would apply equally to the 
other defendants. 
Although the story behind this lat­ 
est move is closely guarded, there are 
sufficient indications to warrant the 
assertion that it was not on Gillespie’s 
initiative, but was the result of Myron 
Barbour's bondsmen demanding that 
Barbour stand separate trial, or at 
least refuse to go to trial with James 
Gillespie. There have been persistent 
rumors that the bondsmen would sur­ 
render him should he stand trial with 
the other tkree defendants. 
In addi­ 
tion to being indicted as a party to the 
murder, he has also been indicted for 
perjury for testimony shielding Gilles­ 
pie. given in the previous trial. 
Jury duty in the Gillespie trial is 
especially undesirable in the light of 
the experience of jurors who in the 
May trial voted for acquittal, and 
caused the Jury to disagree. Some of 
them are entirely ostracised in their 
reighborhood, and even old friends and 
relatives have refused to speak to 
them. One found this so disagreeable 
that he sold his farm and moved to an­ 
other state.
